AC Transit 


AC Transit operates bus service in most of Alameda and Contra 
Costa counties. AC Transit buses connect with AMTRAK and BART 
stations in the East Bay and with Golden Gate Transit, SamTrans, and 
SF Muni at the Transbay Terminal in San Francisco; buses also con- 
nect with Santa Clara County Transit at BART/Fremont and with 
SamTrans at BART/Hayward. AC Transit operates contract services 
in Concord, Pleasant Hill, Moraga/Orinda, Eastern Contra Costa 
County (Pittsburg, Antioch, Brentwood) and Western Contra Costa 
County (Pinole, Hercules, Rodeo, Crockett). 

Buses in most areas operate seven days a week. Modified service is 
provided on Saturday, Sunday and holidays, and also in some contract 
service areas on weekdays. Buses in most areas generally run from 8 
to 30 minutes apart during weekday commute hours, and from 15 
minutes to hourly midday and evenings. 

Basic fare is 350 on local lines with additional zone charges for 
longer trips on intercity express buses. Transbay fares range from 
750 to $1.25. A Sunday and holiday excursion fare and shop-around 
pass are available. Senior citizens and certified* handicapped can ride 
local lines for 100 and transbay lines for 300 to 400 except during 
commute hours.
